Ald. _O'Neili—I agree with Aid. Kent. I 
think itis good policy to encourage young 
companies offering an opportunity for mtra- 
mural transit, proposing to improve those op- 
portunities. The security offered as a substi- 
tute is ample. Let us be liberal, that we may 
encourage other companies to relieve the con- 
gestion in the central portion of our city. I 
shall not only vote for this ordinance, but for 


every other road having in it the promise of 


improving the facilities for rapid transit. 

Ald. Kinney-said he was in favor of rapid 
transit and of improwmg the facilities for 
travel even at some sacrifice of principle, but 
he coald not see any reason for giving up good 
se2urities for securities not so good. He pre- 
ferred hard cash to promises to pay. He 
hoped tbe resolution, or ordinance, or what- 
ever it was would not pass.

The Company's Representative Talks. 

Col. Alberger, thé agent of the company, 
who was at the Council’ méeting, said in refer- 
ence to the ordinance: “I will be frank with 
you concerning it. We want that $100,000 
back so that we may run the line over Ran- 
dolph street bridge to Market street and con- 
tinue it west to Ashland avenue... Then 
we will begin’ to operate the road. 
Thereafter we will extend it from 
time to time. We have spent $1,000,000 
on it already. We believe that by operating 
it it will pay from the start, that we can get 
enough money to extend and complete it ac- 
cording to original intentions. There is a de- 
mand forsuch .a road; We are somewhat 
pinched financially. We need relief. and 
think weare entitled toit. What we have 
done so far is sufficient guarantee of our good 
faith. The Councilmen with the experience 
their constituents had last week can hardly go 
back on us, and we bespeak the kindest con- 
sideration of the press. There is no new capi- 
tal behind the road at present, but there may 
be quite soon.”’ 


CORONER HERTZ ANSWERS YERKES, 
He Says He Can't Corrupt the Coroner’s 
Office. 

“The trouble is they can’t corrupt the Coro- 
ner’s office,’’ said Coroner Hertz last night when 
shown an interview with President Charles T. 
Yerkes published in an evening paper in which 
Mr. Yerkes is made to say that he kuew of no 
more corrupt department of the public serv- 
ice than the Coroner’s office, and that he be- 
lieved Coroner Hertz was aware of what was 
going on. 

““All the charges are abominably false,” 
continued the Coroner, “‘but they are just 
what was to be, expected. Yerkes says the 
recommendations of the jury in the Snell ia- 
quest were written out beforehand in the Cor- 
oner’s office. Now, that jury was as intelli- 
gent a body as ean be found anywhere, and it 
wouldn’t stand anything of that kind.”’ 

**Mr. Yerkes said that ever since the com- 
ner’s office your employés had made the com- 
pany all the trouble they could, and he knew 
of cases where your deputies had ‘ fixed ’ their 
juries so as to get verdicts to suit the Deputy 
Coroner.”’ 

“ They used to send passes to us just as 
they do to all public officials. It was a 
courtesy, as 1 thought, extended to all in 
public office. And when did they stop? It 
was right after the Netzer inquest. You re- 
member when the wrecking wagon was driven 
through the tunnel at breakneck speed, and 
in trying to pass a cable train it ran into a 
grip-car and Netzer was killed while trying to 
savé his wife from injury. 

**Mr. Yerkes may talk, but I guess the peo- 
ple are satisfied that the Coroner’s office and 
the jury in the Snell case did their duty, I 
guess the people believe we put on the screws 
and got at the truth in spite of the company’s 
efforts to shield it. Last year we had-twenty 
cases where death was caused by cable-cars. 
In the month preceding the Snell accident 
there were six. [ called my deputies attention 
to the fact and told them to investigate all 
such accidents thoroughly. Then I learned 
that in the Snell accident the trailer had been 
uncoupled from the grip-car, and left to itself 
in the tunnel had started back down the in- 
cline, started the train behind, and the two 
together had crashed into the third train. I 
learned this and found, too, that the company 
was trying to cover up this and all the other 
facts. That was the reason why we de- 
termined to make a thorough investigation. 

*“‘ The effect of that verdict has been that 
the people are aroused. One of the evening 
papers shows that the company feels it by 
publishing an announcement by Supt. Par- 
sons that passengers delayed by the stopping 
of the cable will receive checks good for a 
ride another time.”’ 

Mr. Yerkes refused to discuss cable-car 
matters with a reporter for Tar TRIBUNE. 

At the meeting of the Council last night a 
communication was received from Coroner 
Hertz inclosing the record of the proceedings 
of the Coroner’s jury, its recommendation in 
the Snell case, with alist of the witnesses, 
ete. It was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary. 


PASSENGERS TO RECEIVE CHECKS. 


A West Side Street Kailway Reform—Cars 
on Noble Street. 

A reform will be inaugurated today on the 
street railway cars operated by the West 
Division company. Hitherto if a car broke 
down or became blocked the passengers who 
had already paid their fares had to pay an- 
other nickel if they wished to Tontinue their 
journey on some other car running in the 
same direction on one of the adjoining streets. 

That will be changed today, and iostruc- 
tions will this morning be issued to conduc- 
tors to see to it, should their cars be blocked 
for any inconvenient time, that the passengers 
are transferred to the most convenient car in 
transit without payment of a second fare, 

Ald. Kunz introduced an order in the Coun- 
cil last night, which’ was passed, directing the 
West Chicago Street railroad company to run 
cars on the Noble street line every eight min- 
utes between 6 and 8 o’elock a. m. and 5 and 7 
o’clock p. m.

The Building Occupied by the Chicago Are 
Light and Power Company Barned and 
the Machinery Almast a Total Loss—An 
Adjoining Structure, Has a Narrow Es- 
cape from Destruction—Story of the 
Origin of the Biaze—Narrow Escape of 
Some of the Employes. ' 

Two electric wires caime in contact m the 
dynamo room of the Chicago Are Light and 

Power company onWashington street, just west 

of Market street, early last evening. In an in- 

stant there was a flash followed by a loud 


sputtering noise, and alinost before the men at. 


work in the room could escape it was in 
flames. 

With wonderful rapidity the fire spread 
throughout the building, and in less than two 
hours it was completely gutted, and much 
valuable machinery was ruined. According 
to the estimates of «. J. Smith, manager of 
the outside lamp system, Wylie ‘McCoy, who 
built the engines, and Irving Flight, the night 
engineer, the losses ‘on machinery will be 
about as follows: 

Four 500 horse-power Williams’ high-speed 
compression engines 
One 250 hotse-power engine 


One Renolds’ Corliss shifter...... ........ 
Twelve new upright 500 horse-power boil- 


Sixty dynamos........... so eae at dat 0 meno iain 


The Heinrick Contracting company, of 
which T. J. Smith is Superintendent, sustains 
a loss, according to his eatimate, of $20,000 
on building materials which were at hand to 
be placed in the building. Mr. Smith said 
the company had already had a large per 
cent of the money on the contract paid over 
to it, but would have to stand the loss on 
materials which were not already used in con- 
struction: The Thomas company claims ‘to 
have sustained a loss of $5,000. The Colum- 
bian. Novelty company estimates its loss at 
$2,000, while Mr. Young’s loss is about $1,500. 
P. Hansen and Daniel Bacon lose $1,500 each. 
The Excelsior Cork company’s loss is esti- 
mated at $4,000, and Jensen Bros. at $1,500. 

An insurance man estimated that the gal- 
vage on the machinery would be about one- 
half. He estimated that the loss on building 
and contents would amount to less than 


$200,000. 
Firms in the Building. 


In the same buildimg were a number of 
small manufacturing firms. Most of these 
were on the fourth and fifth floors, and their 
loss will be total. The rear half of the fourth 
floor was occupied by the Excelsior Cork- 
Cutting company. Its large plant is entirely 
destroyed, nothing remaining of this floor’ex- 
cept bare brick walls. On the same 
floor were Bowes & Staple, manufacturers 
of magnetic watch shields; Peter Hanson; a 
machinist; D. O. James,a machinist; and 
Daniel H. Bacon, a manufacturer of slot ma- 
chines. 

The fifth floor was o¢cupied by the Thomas 
Bros. Manufacturing company, brass founders ; 
John Young; silver and gold refiner; Jensen 
Bros.’ Tack company; and Giles Bros.’ 
Columbian Novelty company. There was 
also on tis floor a storervom for the Arc 
Light and Power company. Nothing is left 
of the fourth and fifth floors. 

The basement, first; second, and third sto- 
ries: were all occupied by the electric light 
company. Inthe basement were its boilers) 


and engines; on the first fleor were its valu-' 


able dynamos; on the second its shafting and 
pulleys, and on the third its stock of lamps 
and fixtures. Water. and fire have almost to- 
tally desteoyed all this stock, the dynamos es- 
pecially being damaged. They are peculiarly 
susceptible to fire and water, and nuthing but 
their iron frame-work will be of use again. | 


The buildmg was purchased last January , 
by the Arc Light and Power company, and, 
It: 


has since then been entirely remodeled. 
had a frontage of fifty feet on Washington 
street and 160 on the east side of the river. 

The night force had _ scarcely settled 
down to work when the fire occurred. 
Four of the men were at work setting up a 
new dynamo and one was oiling the machin- 
ery. John Blake, watchman for the Central 
Manufacturing Block, which adjoined the Arc 
Light and Power Building to the south, had 
just entered the door, which blew shut with a 
bang. Then came the flash and the men fled 


-for their lives. 


Watchman Blake's Story. 

“‘Tt was all done in! a flash,” said Biake. 
**As soon as the wires touched there was a 
fiash. Then the sputtering fire ran along the 
wires until the whole | room was agiow. No 
matter which way I looked there was fire. 
The rubber covering to the wires seemed to be 
burning, and as I ran out through the old 
dynamo-room it was the same there, and from 
the appearance of things when I got out it 
was the same all over ithe building. The elec- 
tricity seemed to run along the wires, and by 
the time I reache« ithe alarm-box the fire 
seemed to have broken out in every separate 
room. Fortunately, as the men were leaving, 
Thomas Rallston, one|of the night engineers, 
shut off the steam jand the engines were 
stopped and the flow of electricity shut off.’’ 

A firewall saved the Central Manufacturing 
Block, which joined the electric plant to the 
east, so that the firemen had little trouble in 
keeping the fire confined ‘to the building in 
which it started, but considerable damage was 
done by smoke and water in “the Cen- 
tral Manufacturing’ Block, which is oc- 
cupied by a score or more of 
manufactur‘ing companies. Among  thore 
slightly damaged were: The E. J. Woodinan 
Steam Warming Apparatus company, No. &4 
Market street; the Matchless Metal Polish 
company, No, 82; the: M. C. Chase Hard Rub- 
ber company, No. 80; the Excelsior Cork 
Cutting company’s office, No, 78; and Thomas, 
Jacobs & Co., hot water heating apparatus, 
No, 76. 

So sudden was the fire and so instantaneous 
its spread that the fifteen occupants of the 
building at the time barely escaped with their 
lives. | 

Thomas Raiston’s Escape. 

Thomas Ralston, one of the engineers, said: 
“| was working at my engine in the basement 
when there was a blinding flash and every- 
thing seemed to bé,on fire at once,’ I had 
barely time to shut off the engines and stop 
the current, and rash out. All my clothes are 
burned up.” 

I. Flight, the chief night engineer, said, 
when asked where the fire originated: “I 
don’t think anything about it. I know 
where it started. I was there and saw it. It 
started from -a short circuit im _ the 
conduit which is on! the ground at the north 
end of the court between the old and new 
buildings. Every wire on the circuit became 
red hot at once, and the woodwork at the bot- 
tom of the elevator caught from them. It 
was not ten minutes till the elevator shaft was 
a regular furnace. | 

The blaze was one of unusual fierceness. 
Added to the oily woodwork of the building 
were tons of paraffine for insulation and a 
roomful of cork. The cork added a new 
danger to the scene. | As soon as the roof and 
fifth floor fell the blazing cork from the fourth 
floor shot up hundreds of feet in huge fire.

COLORED FAMILIES IN PERIL, 


‘They Narrowly Escape Serious Injary by 
Fire—Saved by Three Men. : 

Two colored families narrowly escaped seri- 

ous injury by fire last evening. While Ed- 


ward Sheridan, watchman at the Crane fact-' 


ory on Desplaines street, was making his 
rounds he saw smoke cuming from the upper 
windows ot a frame dwelling house at No. 18 
North Desplaines street. He first turned in 
an alarm, and then forced his way into the 
building. Hesaw James Swansen and his 
wife, with three children, James, An- 
drew, and Bessie, all asleep. 
was joined in a few moments 
by J. W. Dwyer and F. A. Cody, who hap- 
pened to be passing the building at the time, 
ana they carried the children out and assisted 
Mr. and Mrs. Swansen to get to a place of 
safety. They returned and found Peter Scott 
and wife in an adjoining room.

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—The following manifesto 
was issued tonight and copies of it have been 
sent to the Ministers and the whips of both 
parties, as well as to the Landon papers, by the 
United Textile Factory Workers’ Association, 
representing the entire textile trade of Great 
Britain : 

The council of this association have for a con- 
siderable period given much attention to the ef- 
fect upon the permanent interests of the textile 
industry of Great Britain of the demonetization 
of silver uent upon the absence of a power 
to exchange between gold and silver moneys. The 
conclusion they come to, which has been mach 
strengthened by the events of last year, is that the 
prosperity of trade in some branches, probably its 
very existence, is involved in the question. 

In the interest therefore of others employed in 
the textile industry whom they represent and 
whose well-being the association has specially to 
safeguard, a clear duty is im upon them, 
which they cannot and must not evade. 

That duty is to impress, by every legitimate 
means.in their power, upon those who have to 
seek parliamentary influence the imperative 
necessity of insisting that the government and 
Parliament shall at once seriously grapple with 
the evils of our present monetary system and 
take such immediate steps as shall insure the 
recognition of silver as the standard money 
throughout the British Empire and between this 
and other nations. _. 

Whatever other question of importance may be 
before the country the urgent need of this reform 
demands that it shall be promptly dealt with. 

It is pressed oe the council that they should, 
without loss of time, inform you that circum- 
stances connected with the well-bemg of those 
employed in it render it imperative that the whole 
force, political and moral, of the industrial classes 
of the country shall be exercised to promote it 
and carry it to a successful conclusion.

HORRORS OF THE FAMINE. 


Men and Women Dying by the Thousands 
' $m Russia—Official Blundering. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Paris, Nov. 20.--A diplomatic communica- 
tion from Russia which I have seen this morn- 
ing brings terrible news. Over thirty millions 


of human beings are literally dying of hun-. 


ger. In some of the Russian provinces bor- 
dering on the Volga the people are keeping 
themselves alive by eating the bark of trees. 


This awful state of things is aggravated by 


the blundering methods, or the want of 
method, of the Russian administration. 

For instance: A few weeks before the issue 
of the ukase absolutély forbidding the expor- 
tation of cereals the railway companies were 
ordered to allow none of their cars to be used 
for the transport of this grain. The com- 
panies, improving on this order, stopped the 
transport of corn. Two million sacks of corn 
were actually rottimg in the Province of 
Odessa, while a few miles away men and 
women were starving—and ai! this through 
the criminal stupidity ot the officials. The 
distribution of the 50,000,000 rubles oraered 
by the Emperor was effected in the same way. 

In the Province of Jaroslaw money was 
given to the peasants for drink. Next morn- 
ing 15,000 men and women were found dead 
on the highways! Asa natural result of all 
these horrors the general misery has driven 
the people to overt acts of brigandage. It is 
dangerous to walk through some districts 
after dark, and the trades people are vbliged 
to barricade their doors as if they were in a 
besieged city. Thefts and burglaries are of 
every day occurrence in Odessa and other 
towns. In certain cases, when people have 
refused alms to beggars, they have been 
killed in the streets. b 

As the winter wears on the situation grows 
mbre and more appalling, Insurrections are 
dreaded in March and April, by which time 
the sufferings of the peasants will have 
reached a climax.

OFFICERS RESPONSIBLE FOR TORTURE 


They Allowed a Murderous Chinaman to 
Die at the Hands of Indians, 
Brrpceport, Cal., Nov. 30.—The grand jury 
has rendered a report of its investigatuon of 
the death of Ah Quong Tia, the Chinaman 
who was tortured and cut to pieces by the In- 
dians. Ah Quong Tia was. charged by the 
Coroner’s jury with the murder of Poker 
Tom, the Indian, who was found cut 
to pieces. The report says the Justice 
of the - Peace discharged Ah Quong 
from custody when the evidence was sufficient 
to hold him, and that the prosecuting attorney 
did not object when the counsel for the de- 
fense moved for dismissal.against the defend- 
ant’s wish, well knowing his client would be 
murdered if left unprotected. ‘the report 
finds that when tne defendant was discharged 
the court refused to give him protection, but 
left the court-room and announced the result 
of the examination on the __ street. 
Three or four Indians then rushed into the 
court room, seized Ah Quong, took him to the 
outskirts of the town, and cut him to pieces. 
The Sheriff had positive knowledge of what 
was about to occur, but refused to protect the 
victiin unless paid for it. The Indians were 
epCouraged in their act and abetted by 
some citizens of the tawn. The report con- 
cludes that the peace officers of this. town ut- 
terly failed in their duty, and have thereby 
caused a cloud of shame and disgrace to hang 
over the people. The action of the Deputy 
District-Attorney is also severely condemned. 
Ah Quong was born in California and conse- 
quently was a citizen of the United States.

He 
was in a very bad condition and completely broken 
down by overwork. I did not know what che out- 
come would be, Now there is no doubt in my 
mind, for Mr. Blaine’s health is excellent. He is 
back to his normal weight. He has a good appe- 
tite and sleeps well. Mr. Blaine has, got well by 
the exercise of common sense, not medicine. 

If Mr. Blaine continues to take care of himself, 
as he is now doing, I see no reason why he should 
not live many years longer. He has entered upon 
the ripe age, being 61 years old, and he takes 
pleasure in his present strength. 

Physicians of the high standing of Dr. Tay- 
lor are not in the habit of compromising their 
reputations by making assertions abowt the 
heaith and prospects of life of patients unless 
they believe them to be true. It may be as- 
sumed, therefore, with safety that Mr. Blaine 
is in good condition now, and will be so in ail 
human probability fora long time to come, 
But as mo news- can be more unwelcome than 
this to the Democratic officeseekers, the first 
thing which their newspaper organs will do 
will be to deny its correctness.

Americans only [7}). It is notin favor of greater 
freedom of trade with Canadians, or with any 
people who are politically asseciated with Great 
Britain, The very fact that the Canadians desire 
closer trade relations with us these leaders tréat 
as the best of reasons for putting up new barriers 
and severing the relations which already exist. 


As apiece of imaginative writing this may 
pass. Ifitis meant as a statement of fact it 
is away off from the truth, The great mass 
of the Republicans are in favor of unlimited 
reciprocity with Canada; reciprocity as free 
as that between the States of the Union. The 
Democrats are not. The Republicans are 
well aware of the fact that the Dominion 1s 
but the northern extension of the United 
States; that the bulk of its products find 
their natural market in this country; and that 
its supplies should chiefly come from the 
United States. Hence they'are ready at any 
moment to pull down every barrier on the 
Canadian frontier if Canada will do the same 
thing.

The Democrats would renew it to- 
morrow if they could, as ay scoft at rec- 
iprocity. 

In the last Congress Senstor ciadmnais, Rep- 
resentative Butterworth, and other prominent 
Republicans introduced bijJs and resolutions 
looking to unlimited reciprocity with Canada.

IMITATION BUTTER. 

The right of a State to, forbid the sale of 
imitation butter within its ‘limits is about to 
be passed upon by the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, and will [probably be sub- 
mitted to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The Massachusetts law forbids the 
manufacture or sale of any article made of 
fat, oil, or other oleaginous substance not 
from milk or cream, in imitation of yellow 
butter, but permits undér certain circum- 
stances the sale of oleomargarine or butterine 
when the same is free from coloration or in- 
gredients that cause it to look like butter. A 
conviction under this law in a municipal court 
has been appealed directly to ‘the highest 
court in the State, contrary to the usual course 
of procedure, and the real} question raised is 
whether the law prohibiting the sale of imita- 
tions of yellow butter are in contravention of 
the inter-State commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution as interpreted by recent decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United S 

The question is an-interesting one. It has 
been decided in an Iowa case (Leisy vs. 
Hardin) that.a State iaw forbidding a sale by 
the importer of intoxicating liquor in the 
original package is invalid, on the ground 
that it is a regulation of commerce, while the 
silence of Congress indicates that inter-State 
commerce shall be free. But the court added 
that intoxicating liquors are of such universal 
usé and of such established commercial char. 
acter‘and value as to be within the protection 
of the law as subjects of commerce. It is 
claimed that this decision is broad enough to 
include oleomargarine, but it is objected that 
“fraudulent imitations of butter do- not 
possess this established commercial stand- 
ing.” It is claimed that the status of the 
article has not been sufficiently fixed, and it ; 
does not come within the knowledge of the

on the side of severity in making an enact- 
ment that will not stand the test of an appeal 
to the highest authority. The passage of a 
good pure-food bill by Congress, such as will 
probably be introduced this winter, would 
obviate the necessity for legislation on the 
subject by the separate States, and permit 
consumers to purchase the imitation when 
they want to. do so, while fully protecting 
them in their right to choose between the two. 


CIRCUMSCRIBING OTHER PEOPLE'S LIB-° 
ERTIES. 


The Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson delivered an 
address night before last wherein he gave ten 
reasons why the World’s Fair should not be 
opened Sunday to visitors as a still-life spec- 
tacle, the machinery not being in motion and 
only those exhibiters present who chose to be. 
One of his reasons was this: 

The right of liberty must be circumscribed so 


as to make room for the exercise of the liberty of 
others. 


There are many persons who will.wish to 


visit the Fair Sunday. They have a right to 


do so, for no law makes such a visit iliegal un 
their part, nor is it claimed that the opening of 
the Exposition Sunday would be in violation of 
any law. But Dr. Johnson wants their rights 
“circumscribed” and their liberties taken 
away in order to “ inake room for)the exercise 
of the liberty of others ’’—of those; who do not 
want to go to the Fair, and who also claim the 
right to prevent others goingthere. But what 
right or liberty of theirs would be circum- 
scribed if the Fair were kept open. Sunday? 
(Though it is not understood there is no inten- 


tion on the part of the directors to have the . 


machinery running on Sunday or any active 
business going on.) If they were forced to 
attend, if a truant officer were -sent around 
every Sunday to gather them up and ship 
them into Jackson Park, it would be a gross 
violation of their liberties. But nobody pro- 
poses to do anything of the kind. So, since 
no one intends to interfere with their liberty to 
stay out, why do they wish to lay hands on 
others and prevent them from going in? 

Undoubtedly those who think like Dr. John- 
son would grieve if they knew that people 
went to look at the Expe@sition on Sunday. 
They grieve when they see people sauntering in 
the parks on thatday. But they mustnot forget 
that they themselves do many things to grieve 
others. Manya Roman Catholic is pained 
that Dr. Johnson should remain a Calvinistic 
Presbyterian when he might join the “true 
church ”’ and be saved according to their view. 
Many Seventh-Day Baptists and Hebrews 
grieve when they see Dr. Johnson forgetting 
to keep the seventh or Sabbath day holy. If 
the Roman Catholics or the Seventh-Day Bap- 
tists or Hebrews had supreme power they 
might *‘ circumscribe’’ Dr. Johnson’s liber- 
ties more or less, so that they might have the 
free exercise of their liberties at the expense 
of his. In this country, however, the con- 
sciences of one set of men Cannot be allowed 
to regulate and dictate the acts of others, 
when those acts interfere with no one’s rights 
or liberties recognized by law. 


THEY ARE ALL “SOUND” ON THE TARIFF. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city 
says:

He said he had at presént a large 
quantity of corn at Mempnis, Tenn., which 
he is unable to deliver at Chicago before the 
end of November because of insufficient ship- 
ping facilities. A number of persons were 
said to have combined to create a fictitious 
value on November corn by purchasing all the 
corn in store at and around Chicago so 
persons unable to ship will be compelled to 
pay an unlawful price of from 60 to 80 cents.

BULLOCK BEPEATS HIS CONFESSION. 


Geneva’s Murders Rehearsed in a Story 
from Linovla, Neb. | 

Laneoin, Neb., Nov, 30.—[Special. ]—George 
C. Bullock, a convict in Horton County and 
about 25 years old, made confession today to 
being implicated in the murder of four people 
at Geneva, Ill. The night of Aug. 28, 1886, he 
and Harry Esty, nowa convict at Joliet, and a 
Pennsylvanian whose name he refuses to dis- 
close were attempting to enter Mr. Larabee’s 
residence in Geneva. They had fair- 
ly’ got inside and begun to work when 
tney discovered that two policemen were in 
the yard and after them. Esty and the Penn- 
sylvanian slid out through the window but 
were caught. Bullock went through an east 
door and could have escaped, but desired to 
help this pals escape. He finally found it 
necessary. he says, to shoot both these police- 
men, whose names were Grant and McNeill. 
Later Esty was arrested for the burgidry. 
pleaded guilty, and is now at Joliet. Bullock 

had said that he was under arrest when the 
licemen were shot, but would not tell who 
ad shot them. - Later he had murdered a pal 
in & barn north of Geneva, whom he 
suspected of intention to confess, and still 
later, with two others, in an attemnpt to enter 
the widow Buchmeyer’s house on the east side 
of Fox River in Geneva he cut her throat and 
then set fire to the house. They escaped and 
he had come to Nebraska. 

His object in ‘making the confession, he 
says, is to relieve his mind. He has been 
worried almost to death on account of the 
crimes and desires to face the music and -be 
done with it. 

Warden Hopkins is not inclined te belieye 
his story, but the fellow tells it with evident 
earnestness. . 


MURDERED AN INOFFENSIVE NEGRO. 


Meridian, Miss., Whites Ku-Klux an Aged 
Colored Man. 

Mosirz, Ala., Nov. 30.—[Special.]|—News 
comes from Meridian, Miss., tonight of an un- 
provoked outrage and murder which have 
caused deep indignation among the good 
people of the county.

THROUGH FREIGHT BUSINESS IM- 
PROVES SLIGHTLY. 


Business to Local Points Lighter than for 
the Week Previous—The Grand Trunk 
Officials Gone to Omaha to Testify Be- 
fore the Federal Grand. Jury—Pacific 
Ralilread Litigation—Gouily Worsted by 
Walker—Other Railway News, 


East-bound freight shipments by the all-rail 
lines from Chicago through to sesboard 
points show an increase of 2,000 a eecahe 
week previous, but the local shipments are 
8,000 tans less. The increase in through ship- 
ments is due to the cold weather, which virtu- 
ally put a stop to lake navigation for this sea- 
son. Theshipments by the laké lines from 
this city during the last week decreased 30,000 
tons, and, after this week, but little more 
freight will be forwarded by the lakes. The 
decrease 1n shipments to lIpeal points in the 
East may also be attributed to the severe 
weather which prevailed during the latter part 
of last week, and also to the scarcity of cars 
on some of the roads. 

The Chicago and Grand Trunk continues to 
lead so far as through business is concerned, 
taking 29.4 per cent of the total shipments, or 
12,000 tonsa more than Michigan Central, 
which is the next highest on the list. The 
business of the Grand Trunk has more than 
doubled since it took up the gauntlet for the 
shipper and decided to do the switching free 
of charge. Although most of the other roads 
are now doing thé same thing, the shippers 
give the business to the Grand Trunk to show 
their gratitude. 

A meeting of the Trunk Line Executive and 
the managers of the Chicago east-bound roads 
will be held in New York tomorrow to con- 
sider the east-bound freight situation and to 
see if an arrangement cannot be made that 
will place all the roads on an even footing and 
prevent the Grand Trunk fram further enjoy- 
ing the advantage it has lately gained. 

The shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export’ by the various Central Traffic 
Association roads for the week ending last 

Saturday amounted to 44,062 tons, against 
42.450 tons for ~ the a. previous, 
and 40,408 tons for Ss

grain, 33,062 tons, against 363 tons; pro- 
Visions, 7,633 tons, against 14, tons.
